WINGED SEEDS. 


The Wind Plays nn Important Fart.In 


tho Spreading of Plants. 


Tho usual way i'or soecis to be carried- 


ia by the wind.. Sometimes they are so 
small and ligbt us to bo easily yrafted 
by tlio breezes." TJjis is tho oasb with 
the need of she moccasin flowers arid. 
meadow pinks and tlitf other beautiful 
plants of orir \vooda nrad bogs called 
orchids. Arid tho tiny bodies, lilto atoms 
of dust, tcmiecl "spores," that answer 
to seed in ferns aud mosses and toad- 
stools, aro boruo away by the lightest 
breath of air. But most seeds are .them- 
selves too heavy for this. So they aid 
ofttinies provided with thib, broad 
wings that cany them before the \viud 
as a sail carries n boat. Tho pairs of 
"keys" that Imug in clusters from the 
maplo trees in spring :iro snob, winged 
frnits. When ripo, they float slowly to 
(he ground, or if a high wind is blow- 
ing they are carried further from the 
tree. The ash has thick bnflohes qf 
winged fruits much like these, Hbrrtr'sfii-' 
gle. 'The elm lias a thin, papery border 
all ajjpuud its small seeds, which makes 
theni qrJite conspicuous as they haiig on 
tho branchlets before ths leaves have 
come out,

Tho seeds that ripeu in heads on 
the clematis after the handsome purple 
flowor loaves have fallen1 have kiug 
feathered tails, like slender bird plumes, 
that do tho same work that ia given to 
the silk of milkweed. Tho "cotlon" 
around the seeds of tho.willowy ist <.;:•': 
iiverside and of'the poplars -nloug. city 
etreeta serves, the snmo useful jnn-poi;o. 
Cotton itself ia only a bunch of iim 
white hair around the seed. Ages before

The quantity of 


molasses usod for the production of 
mm was 1,891,356 gallons, and the 
quantity of molasses used for the pro- 
dnction'of spirits other than rum was 
3,357,609 gallons. 


When the internal revenue act was 


enacted the people were d^ssutisfled 
with it, bnt it was tolerated »s a war 
measure, assurances having beeii given 
that it would be repealed as soon as tbe 
cruel war was over. Then matches, 
deeds, promissory notes,.bank checks-, 
patent medicines and 
many other 


articles were taxed. Now the tax is 
confined, to spirituous and fermented 
liquors, tobacco, snuff and cigars and 
oleomagsrine. 
Now only the most 


ultra protectionists favor the repeal of 
the tax, and it seems as if it had come 
to stay and become a permanent source 
of revenue to the country. It is urged 
by many that the tes and coffee should 
be taxed, as . they are no more 'of a 
necessity than tobacco, which is pro- 
duced at home, while tea and coffee are 
imported. There are others who con- 
tend that all that is necessary in ad- 
dition to the tariff, and internal revenue 
laws now in force to produce sufficient 
revenue for the maintenance of the 
Government is to increase the tax on 
spirits about 25 cents per gallon, but 
while that might suit some people who 
are opposed to tippling it would be dis- 
pleasing to those who want the tariff 
on imported goods increased.

the first opportunity to establish it as 
an American policy." 


There Is probably not a person who 


advocated the cause of free coinage 
and tbe. election of Bryan in the last

Major MoKinley in bis efforts to in- 
crease the prosperity of the citizens of 
this republic. It is not likely that tbe 
150 Representatives in the nest Con- 
gress who were elected on the free 
coinage ticket will put any obstacles 
in bis way, and the Senators who 
advocate free coinage will certainly 
not obstruct the wave of prosperity.

milk, and so. possess the ground that 
troublesome weeds cannot find 'a place 
to grow." He then says that these 
qualities he has hot observed in any 
other btte plant "<vnd they*are ample 
to command for it. at least a trial in 
many places where the conditions are 
favorable."

An IChgl lull Writer Discusses tho Subjec 


and Cites Some Instances.

has been usnal to explain the ascent b 
the'kite principle—namely, the-me 
chauical force of the contiguous atmos 
pher.e—bnt air movements, especially o 
a small scale, are so capricious aud un 
controllable thut without a directiv 
force thu phenomena seem quite ir 
plica ble. 


In support of this theory of a direc 


propelliug force Mr. Barber gives eom 
of his own observations. Writing on 
day with two sheets of quarto befor 
him, he saw a, small spider on tho pa 
perfc4'id in orde'r to test its power o 
ipasRng'through the air he held cue o 
the sheets of paper about a toot froa 
that on which the creature was run 
ning. It asoeuded to the edge and van 
ished, but in a moment it lauded upon 
the other sheet through' midair in a hor 
izoata'l direction, and picked up th 
thread as it advanced. In this case"ther 
waa no air movement to facilitate, no 
any time to throw a line upward, whicl 
indeed would not have solved the diffi 
pulty. On another occasion, at a diuue 
party in Kent, ft ir candles were lightec 
on the table, when a thret'.d was senntc 
be strung from the tip 'of one of the 
lighted candles and attached to aupthe 
abifut a yard'off, and all the four light 
were connected in this, way, and tha 
by a web drawn quite tight. 


•The only explanation which Mr. Bar 


her can suggest for this remarkable oo 
eurrence ia that the spinner was sus 
ponded at finst by a vettical line from 
above and Urns swayed itself to and fro 
f rota tip to tip of the candles. It was 
certain the spider could not have as 
pended from tho table, and it was equal 
ly certain thut werinl flotation of the 
line from a fixed point waa impossible, 
as it involved floating in four opposite 
directions. The rapidity with wfiieh the 
initial movements in forming a web are 
made cannot be reconciled with any 
theory, of a simple atmospheric convec- 
tion, aud propulsion appears the only 
explanation.
